Wintering Stock. 

In a large portion of the stock growing 
States, the feeding season is from four to 
six months of the year. If. during this 
long period, we feed our stock so as to 
continue its growth, we shall realize a 
profit on our grain und fodder ; whereas, 
if we merely ‘‘keep them through,” as is 
the custom with too many farmers, wo 
shall have no return for our outlay. If, 
for example, we havo a lot of steers or 
pigs wintered in such a way that they 
hava no gain whatever between the 
autumn and spring, it is obvious that we 
have added nothing whatever to their 
value, and that what we have fed them 
has been a clear loss. But the Intelligent 
reader will not need to be told that a 
great many farmers winter their stock at 
a much more ruinous loss than this -that 
with no inconsiderable number of.Ameri- 
can farmers the practice is to allow stock 
to go into winter quarters —or, perhaps 
we should say, begin the winter without 
quarters—in good eondition, and to couio 
out in the spring so thin and emaciated 
that it requires nearly all the grazing 
season to regain the condition it had tho 
previous fall, This, together with the 
inferior blood, accouuts for the slow 
growth made by so large a portion of our 
cattle, requiring four or five years to 
make the weights—say 1,20U—which 
good stock, on good keeping should make 
in two years, Twenty or thirty years 
ago,the]management|of pigs was no better. 
But now, in all our great stock-growing 
States, the large majority of farmers have 
swine of the improved breeds, and have 
learned that to make the business profi¬ 
table the pig must bo kept growing from 
its birth to tile time it is slaughtered, 
which is now frequently as early as the 
age of ton months, and seldom later than 
a yei*r and a half, instead of two or three 
years, us was the old practice. As swine 
are reared for the one purpose of produc¬ 
ing meat, the importance of a system that 
will give us the most profitable returns in 
this product is more directly felt than in 
tho case of cattle and sheep, that yield, 
in addition, milk and wool. But it is 
obvious that attention to the profits \> e 
make in the meat product is as impor¬ 
tant in tho one case as the other. If we 
raise a steer, we have, as with the pig, 
but the one quostion— how much profit 
will the carcass yield, 

With sheep, too, in all tho varieties, 
especially on high-priced lands, the 
nAitton is quite as important as the wool 
product; and it must not be forgotten 
that the best system lor the profitable 
growth of wool is also tho best for the 
production of mutton—we speak non 
of tne feeding and management, and not 
of breeds, 

But the great loss in the rearing of 
cattle results from had management in 
the beginning. The calf does not get 
milk enough, and it is frt quently put on 
poor grass; and by the beginning of 
winter it is lean, paunchy and out of 
shape. It is then put ou straw, corn fod¬ 
der or hay, and in the spring, at the age 
of twelve months, it weighs loss than u 
good calf should at four months.

With sheep, too, in all tho varieties, 
especially on high-priced lands, the 
mutton is quite as important as the wool 
product; and it mii 6 t not be forgotten 
that the best system for the profitable 
growth of wool is also the best for the 
production of mutton—we speak now 
of tue feeding and management, and not 
of breeds, 

<But the great loss in tho rearing of 
cattle results from bad management in 
tho beginning. The calf does not get 
milk enough, and it is fn quently put on 
poor grass; and by the beginning of 
winter it is lean, paunchy and out of 
shape. It is then put on straw, corn fod¬ 
der or hay, and in the spring, at the agd 
ol twelve months, it weighs less than u 
good calf should at four months. It has 
besides, an unthrifty habit established, 
which usually continues through life. It 
will never be a good grower. 

We wish to press the importance of 
this view of the case up^n the attention 0/ 
young farmers and Breeders. Givo at¬ 
tention to your Calves. If well managed 
aud ot good blood, no farm stock will 
make more profitable returns ; while, if 
of a bad sort, and badly kept, nothing can 
be more unprofitable.

If the calf is out of condition, or lousy, 
a little oil cake with bran is excellent. 
To kill the lice nothing is better than 
plenty ol lard or other grease, with a 
little petroleum—if the weather is cold 
wo must uso more petroleum, say one- 
half. The great point we wish to press 
in these observations is, that all stock 
should be kept growing in winter as well 
as in summer ; that if it is not kept 
growing, the food it consumes brings us 
no return—is a dead loss while if wo add. 
say one-third or one-fourth to expense, 
wo have a profit on the whole. This is 
more especially true, and more strikingly 
illustrated in the keeping of young stock 
the first winter, than in any subsequent 
period.— National Live Stock Journal.

After months of patient and searching 
investigation, the Commission appointed 
under the Treaty of Washington, to ad¬ 
judge the amount dne Great Britain, or 
rather Canada, by the United States, for 
tho privilege of fishing infCanadian waters, 
has reached a decision. Verdict ^has been 
rendered, although not unanimous, that our 
American neighbors shall pay the sum of 
$5,500,000 into the Treasury of this Domin¬ 
ion for the aboye privilege during ten y<ars. 
Nearly five years of this time has already 
passed since tho privilege was granted. 
That this is a fair remuneration is pretty 
generally conceded throughout Cauada, the 
press of the Maritime Provinces, with but 
few exceptions, accepting tho decision as 
fair and just. Across tho line, however, 
the verdict is accepted with an ill-concealed 
feeling of irritation, and the American 
Commissionci having dissented from the 
decision, bints of an attempt to evade tho 
verdict, by taking advantage of a quibble 
in the article of the Treaty of Washington, 
are in circulation. The clause providing 
that tbe decision of a majority of tho Com¬ 
missioners shall be final, which was inserted 
in tho sections referring to the settlement 
of other disputed points, is omitted in this 
case, and this, it is broadiy hint¬ 
ed by gome American journals, will 
he taken advantage of to upset 
tho whole proceedings. Some of tho 
more influential papers scoff at an action so 
dishonourable, but onr experience in deal 
ing with the Americans unfortunately is 
not such as to allay suspicion of their 
national trickery. We may thank our Ca¬ 
nadian High Joint—Sir John Macdonald— 
that this loop-hole has been left in the 
Treaty, that while all other interests were 
looked after by the Commission, that dis¬ 
tinguished statesman allowed Canada to be 
left at the mercy of American politicians. 
Wo still hope, however, that our neighbors 
will have more honesty and respect for their 
good name than to perform such a disgrace¬ 
ful piece of political huckstering, and refuse 
to take advantage of the confidence so 
innocertly reposed in them by Canadas 
model statesman. •

Knowing Sir John Macdonald as I do ;

(Hear, bear, and 
laughter.) I remember very well a very 
amusing discussion which once took place 
in my presonco relative to Sir John Mac¬ 
donald, shortly after he first became Pre¬ 
mier, at which time there was Borne spec¬ 
ulation as to bow ho would demean him¬ 
self under the weight of his new dignity ; 
one party opining that, now at least, 
John 4. would turn over a new leaf, and 
“purge and live cleanly, as noblemen 
should do,’ and the other, a very shrewd 
old lady, as stoutly utlirming that it was 
no nso talking, because, as she put it 
tersely. “Don’t toll me, I know better ; 
John A. will never grow either stupid 
or respectable—if he lives to the age of 
Methusaleh.” (Laughter und cheers.)

Nor do I 
myself know any miui whose whole cast 
of mind in many important respects is 
mure truly and philosophically Conserva¬ 
tive than my friend Mr. Blake’s ; of any 
whose instincts in all important points ate 
more soundly Conservative than Mr. 
Alexander Mackenzie’s, without the 
smallest detriment to any other qualities 
which either of them may possess ; and I 
say, further, that you will find very little 
indeed in Sir John Macdonald of the 
cardinal qualities which should mark s 
true Conse rvative leader. (Hear, heard

Both parties 
worked hard all day, and although Mr.

THE FINANCE MINISTER BE¬ 

FORE HIS CONSTITUENTS. 

Full Report of Mr CartwrigHt ■ Speech 
at Napanee.

Knowing Sir John Macdonuld as I do ; 
knowing that he has always prided him¬ 
self on being able (and willing) to soil 
every human being, man woman, nr 
child, with whom ho ever camo in con¬ 
tact, I cannot fail to realize the deep- 
seated admiration which ho mast enter¬ 
tain for me after all in hp» secret jhearl, if 
only this compliment was true. (Laugh¬ 
ter.) 13’jt, Sir, I reully cannot accept it. 
Sir. John Macdonald inakas a slight mis¬ 
take. When he said I had “sold” him, 
•whut he meant to say was that I had 
“known” him all along, and that was the 
true sore point in his mind. (Laughter.) 
That is my unforgivoable sin—that Sir 
John is beginning to comprehend that 1 
saw through him at a very early stage of 
our acquaintance. Able a3 he is, it was 
not very dilficvrit to do so. I doubt if I 
had spent as much as two evenings in his 
company before I hod made up my mind 
that I had to do with a very clever and 
very agreeable roue. (Hear, hear, and 
laughter.) I remember very well a very 
amusing discussion which once took place 
in my presonco relative to Sir John Mac¬ 
donald, shortly after he first became Pre¬ 
mier, at which time there was some spec¬ 
ulation as to how ho would demean him¬ 
self under the weight of his now dignity ; 
one party opining that, now at least, 
John A. would turn over a new leaf, aud 
“purgo and live cleanly, as noblemen 
should do,’ and the other, a very shrewd 
old lady, as Btoutly affirming that it was 
no nse talking, because, as she put it 
tersely. “Don’t tell mo, I know better ; 
John A. will never grow either stupid 
or respectable—if he lives to the age of 
Methusakb.” (Laughter and cheers.) 
Sir, I' am very much of the old lady’s 
opinion ; and I must say that although I 
sometimes admired his clevorness and 
sometimes was disgusted with his scamp- 
ishness, I never dice made the mistake of 
trusting Sir John one inch turtlier than I 
could see him. (Laughter.) Now I don’t 
moan to say I may not havo been mis¬ 
taken in him. It is quite possible that I 
may always have thought better of him 
than ho deserved ; but as you know, it is 
always desirable to err on the side of 
charity, and I um inclined to think that 
he was not altogether bad in those early 
days, though to teli the truth. Mr. 
Chairman, 1 did come to look upon him 
as a suit of human chameleon, who 
would take his colour from his surround¬ 
ings and the ground on which lie moved, 
being sometimes black—sometimes white 
— sometimes orange—aud sometimes 
green, latterly, I fear, very muddy and 
miry in his hue and habits. (Loud 
laughter-) Speaking without metaphor, 

I believe that Sir John, if surrounded 
and restrained by strong and able men, 
who understood him and who did not 
fear fyim, possesses qualities which might 
haye made him a valuable public servant, 
although he would always havo remain¬ 
ed a tricky and dangerous oue, But I 
believe, ulso, that if his evil fortune 
should place him among a set of weak¬ 
lings or boon companions, his downward 
career would be botli swift and certain. 
(Hear, hear.) One tiling more. Sir John 
is good enough to evince a tender an¬ 
xiety for my future. This is truly bon- 
evolont on Lis part. For myself, J am 
content that my futuro should take care 
of itself ; hut I muy tell him that on one 
point 1 had made up my mind long ago. 

I dare 3uy some of you rewembor a rath¬ 
er famous urticle which appeared in the 
Globe newspaper a good many years 
back, wherein Mr. Brown wound up a 
very pungent survey of Sir Jolm Mac. 
donuld by remarking that his political 
career could ho very oasily traced by the 
tombstones of his slaughtered friends. 
Now, I am quite ready to face my politi- 


Ood he could catch Riel,” after ho had 
himself supplied Monsieur Biol with 
tnoney out of the public chest to enable 
him to get oat of the way ? (Hear, hear.) 
What. I say, 8ir, can his best friends say 
or feel but the most profound rogret that 
any man who has filled so high a place 
should stoop to shifts so small aud mean 
as these 1 And now let mo ask you all 
what has Sir John gained by all this / At 
regards myself, his attack on me has 
merely drawn down upon him exposures 
which 1 would fainjiave spaied, and if 
further persisted in may very probably 
result in others of a stiir more unpleasant 
character. All through ho has played 
my gaino. Ho played it when h$ 'came 
hero in 1873. Ho played it the other 
day when he took part in his grand de¬ 
monstration over yonder, and nothing he 
omld well have done would have suited 
me better in either caso. One word more 
as to an assertion I made last year, and 
which was rather hotly deniol by the 
Opposition press. 1 intimated that Sir 
John dare not at present attempt to 
ol&irn his English Friyy-councillorship. 
That statement was disputed. But hero 
we have from his own mouth protty sub¬ 
stantial evidence that ho knows it is idle 
for him to procoed to England on that 
errand until ho can show in the most de¬ 
cisive manner that the people of Canada 
have oondoned his offenses. Here is his 
answer to a question put to him ihe 
other day as to why ho did not go to 
England and bo sworn in “That was 
his own business, he might say. In the 
first place ho was short of money, and 
could not afford to go for a pleasure trip 
to England. In the second, he proposed 
to wait till after the elections, and then 
he would present himself not only as a 
British subject, a member of the Wash¬ 
ington Commission, but as a member of 
the Canadian Government.” Now £1 
nee 1 not point out to you what a tower 
of strongth it would bo for Sir John in the 
coming election, if ho could only first go 
to England and succeed in getting him¬ 
self sworn and recognizod as a Privy 
Councillor. Hear.) No one knows this 
better than Sir John himsilf ; yet lie is 
ready to let sovon years go by sooner 
than risk being told that Her Majesty has 
no need of his advico in sucli capacity. 
Sir, I have grave doubts, even if he 
wore restorod to - power, whether ho 
would not find it advisable to restrain his 
ardour still longer. I happen to know 
something of the opinion entertained of 
him by not a few prominent Englishmen, 
and I doubt much if either those who sot 
with him at Washington or those who 
becaino acquainted with his doings iu 
London in 1807, not to speak <»f persons 
who were familiarly acquainted with his 
grave misconduct at the time of the first 
visit of the Prince of Wales to this coun¬ 
try in 1800 would havo much to say of 
Sir John which Would not bring a blush 
to the check of every true Canadiui. 
(Hear, hear.) Should Sir John presume 
further on my patience, I give him this 
formal challenge, and it is not tho first 1 
have exchanged with him. (Hear, hear.) 
But he will near in mind that 1 will take 
no reply from his followers or his para- J 
sites. My challenge is to him alone, and 
I have to tell him that if he so desire I 
am ready to confront him anywhere, 
here, or before his own constituents, or 
on the floor ot the House of Commons, 
and then and there, if lie likes to provoke 
the fray, I am ready to compare my pub¬ 
lic life with his, my prlvato life with his, 
my services to tho public with those to 
which ho can justly Iny claim as his own, 
aye, or even tho genuine bona fide sacri¬ 
fices which each of us may havo made. 
(Hear, hear, and cheers.; Aud on this 
point I must say a word or two. Always, 
as far back us f can remember, .Sir Jojm 
has been pleased, with what I consider 
veiy questionable taste, *to make loud 
parade of his pecufa’nry sacrifices in tho 
public service. 1 do not disputo the fact 
t^at politics is anything but u lucrative 
occupation, and that for two reasons. 
First, because, a,3 a rulo, it completely 
absorbs the most vigorous and profitable 


lion he had effected with certain mem¬ 
bers of the Reform party ? And this is 
the man who prates of his Conservatism 
and his devotion to Conservative piinci- 
ples. (Hear, hoar ) Sir, I would aa 
soon admit tho right of himself and bis 
associated adventurers to describe them¬ 
selves as genuine Conservative leaden as 
I would admit tho right of a gang of 
camp followers, who had pillaged the 
bodies of the slain on some field of battle, 
to call themselves by the names and titles 
of the dead soldiers wh se arras and uni¬ 
forms they had stolen, (Hear, hear.) 
Why, Sir, I doubt if these men know 
even the very elementary principles of 
the political creed they pretend to pro¬ 
fess. I verily believe that if a decree 
were passed requiring those so-called 
Conservative representatives to bo shut 
up in separate rooms, and not allowed to 
go forth until they had written out an in¬ 
telligent definition of what Conservatism 
is, and wherein, if at all, it differs from 
true Liberalism, that it v ould be equiva¬ 
lent in the vast majority of cases to a 
sentonco of imprisonment for life. 
(Laughter.) I will tell you, Mr. Chair¬ 
man, wlmt Conservatism is, at least as T 
have been brought up to understand it, 
anil you can judge for yourselves what 
there is or ever was in my creed to sever 
me from any honest and true-hearted 
Canadian, of whatever political profession 
ho may please to describe himself. 
(Hear, near.) I say, then, that true 
Conservatism will insist abovo all things 
that tho honour of our public men should 
be stainless ; that they should hold them¬ 
selves bound, under whatever temptation 
to prefer principle to placo ; that true 
Conservatism detests class legislation, al¬ 
though it respects existing rights ; that it 
is a foe to tho creation of huge fortunes 
by artificial legislation ; that it will al¬ 
ways earnestly desire frugality and pru¬ 
dence in the administration of public af¬ 
fairs knowing that corruption and extrava¬ 
gance are tlm sure forcruuuers of anarchy 
and revolution ; that it will strive to en¬ 
sure a healthy natural growth, and as 
much and as widely distributed a general 
prosperity us possible, holding that the

have been.) (Laughter.) I observed, Sir, 
with some surprise, that Sir John has in¬ 
troduced a question as to his own vera¬ 
city. All 1 can say is that Sir John is 
fearfullj indiscreet in mooting such a 
i|Ucstion. But as lie has chosen to make 
it an issue in this discussion, let us see 
what sort of a record lie poBscsses. Iloru 
are a few of his “veracities.” He de¬ 
clares in one speech “that ho never in- 
lulges in personalities.” Well, Sir, one 
lives and learns. Up to this time, in 
common with most of those who have 
ever heard or read Sir John’s speeches, i

I happen to know 
something of tho opiuion entertained of 
him by not a few prominent Englishmen, 
and I doubt much if either those who sit 
with him at Washington or those who 
becaino acquainted with his doings iu 
London in 180.7, not to speak of persons 
who wore familiarly acquainted with his 
grave misconduct at the time of tile first 
visit of the Prince of Wales to this coun¬ 
try in 1800 would have much to say of 
Sir John which Would not bring a blush 
to tho cheek of every true Canadi in. 
(Hear, hear.) .Should Sir John presume 
further on my pationco, 1 give him this 
formal challenge, and it is not tho first 1 
lmve exchanged with him. (Hear, hear.) 
Blithe will near in mind that I wdl take 
no reply from his followers or his para¬ 
sites. My challenge is to him alone, and

WAR NEWS. 

TbunOty. 

The Rusriana success at Kars, while it 
has dispirited the Porte and disposed it 
in favour of peace negotiations, no* pro¬ 
portionately emboldened the Russians, 
who are now beginning to talk of a dash 
through the Balkans upon Adrianople. 
They have at Tirnova some fifty-five or 
sixty thousand men who would be avail¬ 
able f>r such a movement, which, if m44e 
at all, would be commenced simultane¬ 
ously with Mehemet All’s forward match 
to the relief of Plevna. There has beW 
severe fighting both on the Danube, west 
of Nikopoli, and on the Lorn. In the 
first-named district the Roumanians have 
captured Rahova after a three-days’ 
engagement, and are pursuing the Turks 
towards Loni-Palanka and Widin. The 
Roumanian batteries at Kulafat baye also 
sunk a Turkish steamer. In Eastern 
Bulgaria the result is more doubtful. 
Both sides claim tbe victory, but this 
much at least appears to be certain, that 
the Turks temporarily occupied and 
burnt Pvrgos. They also olaim to have 
repulsed alRussian attack on Kadikoi, 
while the Russian account has it that the 
Turks were the attacking party and were 
driven back. 

The Greek Chamber has shelved the 
motion for an enquiry into Turkish out¬ 
rages in tho frontier provinces, which 
amounts to a Ministerial viotory. 

Friday. 

An attempt to relieve Plevna by a re¬ 
petition of Mehemet Ali’s tactics of 
threatening tho Czarevitch and the 
Danube crossings, is believed to be in 
preparation on the Lom. This, with the 
announcement of the opeuiug of the bom¬ 
bardment of Plevna, and of the proclam¬ 
ation of * martial law along the Servian 
frontier—Serna's declaration of war 
being hourly expected—constitute this 
morning’s budget of news from the seat 
of war. 

Saturday. 

A report comes to hand this morning 
that negotiations have been opened for 
tho surrender of Plevna, and that orders 
have been received by Russian contrac¬ 
tors at Giurgevo to prepare 70,000 bags 
of biscuit for tho use of Osman Pasha’s 
army. It is but a few days ago that 
Plevna was reported to be well victualled 
the Russians themselves Stating that large 
herds of cattle were to be seen within the 
lines of the besiegod, so that this rumour 
from the Danube would appear to lack 
authenticity. A great battle is to be pro¬ 
gressing at Tirnova, and a slight engage¬ 
ment has occurred in the direction of 
Orchanic which two Russian reginments 
were all but out to places. 

There is fresh trouble iu Greece, the 
Ministry having resigned iu conseqeuce 
of language used during tho recent de¬ 
bate iu the Chamber, and the King refus¬ 
ing to accept their resignations. The 
populace give veni to a general feeling in 
fayour of war with Turkey. 

From Manchester an alarmist rumour 
with regard to the feeling in England 
comes to hand. Stripped of its sen¬ 
sational adornments, tho report may be 
taken to mean—at least until more auth¬ 
entic nows iu received—that the Conser¬ 
vative organs are clamouring for inter¬ 
vention. The rest of the despatch bears 
a marked resemblance to the alarmist 
reports received day after day during tbe 
earlier stages of tho war.

AMNESTY TO O’DOWOUOHUE, 

T1XT OF THE ROYAL PROCLAMATION* 

Ottawa, Noy. 24.—The following U 
the text of the proclamation of amnesty, 
publish )d in the Canada Oasette :— 

Whereas, Certain misguided persons 
did in the years one thousand eignt hun¬ 
dred and sixty-nine and one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy, in that part 
of our dominions in North America then 
known a« Rupert’s Land and the North 
western Territory, and now forming tbs 
Province of Manitoba in our Dominion ol 
Canada, oppose Our authority, and con¬ 
trary to their allegiance to us did asnmc 
to ex arcise the powers and authorities oi 
a Government, and did incite other 
persons to act in conjunction with them, 
being thereby guilty of high treason and 
other treasonanle acts against our Crown 
sod dignity. 

And Whereas , By our Royal Proclama 
tion, dated the twenty-third day of April, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy 
five. We were pleased in compliance 
with an address of our House of Com 
mons of Canada in that behalf, of the 
twelfth day of February, A. D. 1876, tc 
proclaim in effect that save and excepl 
Louie R-eil, Ambroise Lepine, and W. B 
O’Donoughue, all persons whatsoever 
should be pardoned of all crimes or of 
fences of a political nature or against us 
our Crown authority, and Goyernmenl 
committed in that part of Rupert’s Land 
and the North-western Territory, bo* 
the Province of Manitoba, prior to the 
second day of September, A. D. 1870 
with which they then stood charged oi 
might bo chprgeable at that time ai 
being dependent upon or connected with 
the part such persons, except as afore 
said, might have respectively taken ic 
the year 1809 and 1870 prior to the sec 
ond day of September, 1870, with regard 
to the matter above recited, and that tb< 
said Louis Roil and Ambroise Lepini 
should bo pardoned in like manner upoi 
the express condition that ooch of then 
should absent and keep himself obsen 
from the Dominion of Canada for tin 
period of five years from the said 28r< 
day of April, A.D. 1870, and abstain frou 
tho exercise and enjoyment of his pjliti 
cal rights therein and lor during the sail 
term ;

A NUMBER QF LIVES LOST. 

Washington, D. C-* Nov, 24. —Tho ob¬ 
server at Kitty Hawk reports that the 
United States man-of-war steamer Huron 
struck two miles north of No. 7 station, 
at 1:30 a. m Her foremast and main- 
topmast are gone. The steamer is a 
total wreck, and assistance is needed iin- 
medktelv. The sea is breaking over her, 
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army. It is but a few days ago that 
Plevna was reported to be well victualled 
tho Russians themsclyes Stating that large 
herds of cattle were to be seen within the 
linos of the besieged, so that this rumour 
from the Danube would appear to lack 
authenticity.

The sea is breaking over her, 
and several bodies have already been 
washed ashore. The number on board is 
about 135. No cargo. 

The cause of the disaster was thick 
weather, and a fresh gale blowing. No 
assistance can be rendered from steamers 
as the surf is till very heavy. Paymaster 
Saunders, reported saved yesterday was 
lost. It is believed that it will be some 
days yet before all the survivors can be 
gathered up, as many may have boen 
washed ashore lower down tho beach. 
The Huron had a good complement of 
ship's boats, and it is not improvable 
that other survivors may still be heard 
from.

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AMNESTY TO O’DONOUOHUE, 

THXT OF THE ROYAL PROCLAMATION, 

Ottawa, Noy. 24.—The following is 
the text of the proclamation of amnesty, 
publish 3d in the Canada Gazette :— 

Whereas , Certain misguided persons 
did in the years one thousand eiglit hun¬ 
dred and sixty-nine and one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy, in that part 
of our dominions in North America then 
known as Rupert’s Land and the North¬ 
western Territory, and now forming the 
Province of Manitoba in our Dominion of 
Canada, oppose Our authority, and con¬ 
trary to their allegiance to us did asume 
to exarcise the powers and authorities of 
a Government, and did incite other 
persons to act in conjunction with them, 
being thereby guilty of hi^h treason and 
other treasonaole acts against our Crown 
end dignity. , 

And Whereas , By our Royal Proclama¬ 
tion, dated the twenty-third day of April, 
one thousaud eight hundred and seventy 
five. We were pleased in compliance 
with an address of our House of Com¬ 
mons of Canada in that behalf, of the 
twelfth day of February, A. D. 18?5, to 
proclaim in effect that save and except 
Louis Reil, Ambroise Lcpine, and W. B.

THE FINANCE MINISTER BE¬ 
FORE HIS CONSTITUENTS. 

Full Report of Mr Cartwrignt s Speech 
at Napanee. 


The following is the conclusion of the 
speech delivered by Hon. Mr. Cartwright, 
in the Town Hall, Napanee, on Friday 
evening, 2nd instant :— 

And here I pauso to review one curious 
charge these gentlemen are very fond ot 
making. Whenever they have exhausted 
their repertoire I observe they invariably 
fall back on our alleged “goneral incapa¬ 
city.” No a- this is a valuable formula. 
Any blockhead can repeat this. (Hear, 
hear.) Nothing is easier than to condemn 
a Government ior “general incapacity.” 
It requires no special proof, it admits of 
no special refutation, and it has the 
further advantage of being on a level 
with the meanest understanding. (Hoar, 
hear, and laughter. Whon you endeavor 
to analyse what this may mean, however, 
you will somotimes find that Jthe charge 
is based upon our inability to cure a 
widespread ganoral distress. Well, per¬ 
haps if our adyice had been taken a year 
or two before we entered office it might 
have prevented son^of this distress from 
occurring, or at any rate have left us in 
a better position to alleviate it hod that 
been found practicable. (Hear, hear.) 
Now, it is quite useless to show these 
people that they ask us to do what no 
free Government under a Constitution 
Jiko ours has ever done—least of all the 
Administration of Sir John Macdonald. 
Still the cuckoo cry goes oil, and loudest 
on the part of those who, if they did not 
absolutely cause, at any rate did all that 
in them lay to aggravate the mischief and 
to tio our hands. Sir John Macdonald 
boasts loudly of the so-callod reaction in 
his fai(,our. Certainly wo do not expect 
to repeat 1874. Such a majority as wo 
then had is* uttorly unprecedented in our 
Parliamentary history, and indeed is 
hardly to be desired under our peculiar 
form of Government; but never was any¬ 
body more woefully mistaken than is Sir 
John Macdonald in imagining, as he 
evidently does, that the crowds who oome 
to see and hoar him (for the most part 
out of pure cuiiosity) doj>art his enthusi¬ 
astic partisans, or that all tho carefully 
rehearsed stage-play in which he aud his 
followers delight will influence tho sturdy 
aud intelligent voters of this great Pro¬ 
vince on the day of polling. (Hear, 
hear.) It is true, indeed, as all history 
ehows, that honest and good governments 
are not necessarily popular. An honest 
Government has to refuse many things 
to Its warmest supporters. Aristides, as 
you know, got banished for his pains. 
Unhappily, as all who are acquainted 
with the inner circle of political life can 
bear testimony, there are in all countries 
many influential men who; for their own 
selfish ends, would deliberately prefer to 
seo a rogue at tko head of affairs. At 
least I fear the great majority of men 
secretly prefer a man who Jis partial to 
his own friands. That, aftor all, is only 
human nature, and if any of you suppose 
that even all Reform contractors, for in¬ 
stance, prefer Mr. Mackenzie’s mode of 
Conducting public works (though it has 
already saved millions upon millions to 
tho people of Cauuda,) all 1 can say is 
that J fear you oro very much mistaken. 
Hear, hoar, aud loud cheers.) No doubt 
in a political sense Mr. Mackenzie does 
run some danger from his ntubborn hon¬ 
esty in this and many other matters, 
whereas Sir John Macdonald was neyer 
in all his lifo in tho least peril on that 
acoro. (Hear, hear, and laughter.) Sir, 
it was very lucky for us all that the peo¬ 
ple of Canada had at last such over¬ 
whelming proof of his dishonesty, for 
otherwise ! verily bclioye we would never 
have got rid of him. Now you will all, 
J hope, understand that in criticising Sir 
John Macdonald, I am by no means blind 
to the many valuable and even brilliant 
qualities which ho does undoubtedly 


J i. 
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in which he haa always shown greatest 
political weaknesf, haa been in his utter 
incapi city to forego even a very trifling 
present gain for the take of permanent 
advantage. Of this error hia whole policy 
is full to overflowing. But to-night I will 
only select one very prominent illustra¬ 
tion which is familiar to you all, and 
which, indeed, is the more firmly fixed 
in my own mind, beoauseto it in no small 
measure I am indebted tor my own po- 
litioal salvation, inasmuch as it vary 
early taught me to entertain a profound 
distrust alike of the honour and of the 
good judgment of Sir John Macdonald. 
Need I say that I allude to that famous 
devise known to all ef us as the "double 
shuffle.” (Hear, hear.) This was pre¬ 
cisely one of those acts to which Foucho’s 
celebrated saying, "it waa worse than a 
crime, it was a blunder,” was specially 
applicable. Most of yon, I do not doubt, 
would admit the wrong-doing, but few, 
perhaps, adequately comprehend the ex¬ 
tent of the folly then committed. It was 
at a time when there were several ex¬ 
ceedingly important questions to be set¬ 
tled, questions which had to be settled 
before any stable Government could be 
established in the old Province of Canada. 
Sir John, for reasons of his own, was un¬ 
able or unwilling to undertake the task, 
and Mr. Brown was sent for. Now, two 
thinge were plain of demonstration. 
Either Mr. Brown would succeed in settl¬ 
ing these questions, in which great gain 
would accrue to the country at large, or 
he would fail to settle them, in which 
event great gain would have accrued to 
Sir John individually, and to the party 
of which he was the chief. You know 
how bo acted. By an unworthy back¬ 
stairs intrigue he choused bi6 rival out 
of his well established constitutional right 
to an appeal to the people. By a still 
more un worth v piece of legal juggling, he 
himself evaded receiving the verdict of his 
own constituents upon his individual con¬ 
duct in the matter. (Hear, hear.) Sir, 
1 tell you that an honorable man could 
not, and a sagacious statesman would not, 
have so acted ; and I further say that 
the immediate results to Sir John Mac¬ 
donald himself were the withdrawal from 
his side of a very weat part of the best 
and most respectable men of his own 
party, tho placing Mr. Brown in a posi¬ 
tion which securod him the sympathy of 
honest men of all classes, ana lastly, the 
infliction of great and permanent injury 
for many years, both upon the whole 
country and upon his own Jparty in par¬ 
ticular. (Hoar, hear.) And this is only 
a fair illustration of Sir John’s whole po¬ 
litical career when loft to his own devices, 
and also of what I have always felt to ho 
his two cardinal defects as a political 
leader—his innate propensity to resort to 
expedients only worthy of a sharp petti¬ 
fogging attorney, and his utterjincapacity 
to submit to the smallest personal incon¬ 
venience, no matter how important the 
results to his party or the couqty. Like 
Lowell’s pious editor, Sir John Macdon¬ 
ald's creed may bo defined pretty much 
as follows :— 

In short, I firmly do beliovo 
In husnbuffKonorally, 

For that's a Inina that f perceive 
To havo a solid vally. 

This hath iny faithful shenhord been, 

In pustures sweet hath led mo, 

And this bath kept the people green, 

To feed as they nave fed me • 

(Laughter and cheers.) While for his 
motto he has long ugo selected the old 
Epicurean one : "Let us eat, and lot us 
drink (particularly and let us drink,) for 
to-morrow we may dj®-’ (Laughter.) 
Such a creed, and such a motto, though 
the worst possible for a statesman, even 
of a low order, are perhaps as good as 
can be devised for one who seems chiefly 
to aspire to he considered the prince of 
clever charlatans and past professor in 
the art of political legerdemain, and this 
I fear is all that is now left for Sir John 
Macdonald. (Hear, hoar.) And hero, 
Sir, permit me to tell you a little anec¬ 
dote. It is not often I trespass on you in 
that way. I rm not much of a joker of 
jokes, ac you very well know, and if I 
were, I can assuro yop that tho post of 


analysis I replv that it is the key to 
the state in whioli he left the oountry ; 
that, without understanding his character, 
you would fail to realize the extent of 
the mischief which he has committed, or 
tho dangers which would ensue from his 
possible return to power. Now, I have 
always admitted that during, and indeed 
for a short period after, the carrjiog of 
the Confederation project, Sir John’s 
conduct on the whole was pretty good, 
and that if there is any part of his career 
respecting which future historians may 
pronounce that he really deserved well of 
his oountry, it would be found in the 
period from 1864 to 1&69. But from that 
time he seems to have succumbed to a 
miserable lust for place. He saw clearly 
enough that he was losing ground.. more 
particularly in tho Province of Ontario, 
and be was either not wise enough to 
brave & temporary loss of power, even 
with the moral certainty of regaining it 
at no distant day, or else—which may 
possibly be the oase—he was so conscious 
of the dishonest and miserable means by 
which he maintained himself in office, 
that he dared not abandon his place until 
the verv last gasp, lor fear of the revela¬ 
tions which he dreaded, perhaps with too 
much reason, would ensue in his expul¬ 
sion from it, and therefore it was that, 
instead of meeting his enemies fairly and 
manfully in tho open field, he must needs 
load the dice in tho election of 1872. 
This ho did in two ways : pai tly by a 
practical violation of that fundamental 
principle of our Constitution which pro- 
yided that the several Provinces should 
bo represented in Parliament in due pro¬ 
portion to tbeir population, which he out¬ 
raged by grauting to Manitoba and Brit¬ 
ish Columbia a representation out of all 
possible proportion to their numerical 
strength, for tho open and avowcl pur¬ 
pose of thereby neutralizing the addition¬ 
al votes which Ontario would become en¬ 
titled to under the census of 1871, and 
partly by the use of Sir Hugh Allan’s 
gold. Now consider, all of you, how in¬ 
finitely bettei it would have been, not 
merely for Sir John himself, but for his 
party aud for his country, if ho had only 
possessed honesty and self-confidence 
enough to trust his fate faixly to the issu6 
at tho polls* True, he might, and pro¬ 
bably would, have been defeated in 1872, 
but ho would havo been defeated without 
ignominy, without injury to his country, 
aud in such fashion that ho would in all 
human probability long ero this have 
found himself again restored to power.

Few men have better put in practice the 
apostolic precept of becoming all things 
to all men, though, I fear, for purposes 
and with results by no means such as the 
apostle either contemplated or would 
havo approved of.

Lastly, Sir John Macdonald 
has always shown himself ready to sacri 
fice even his warmest friends at the short¬ 
est notice on tho altar of the public good.

To do 
him justico, Sir John Macdonald has al¬ 
ways possessed that quality of a great 
loader in almost absolute perfection. 
(Hear, hear, and laughter.) Now all 
these aro very valuable qualities for u 
succespfcri party leader. They are, many 
of them, the very cues to dazzle the 
great mass ef ordinary supporters, and 
perhaps it is not so very wonderful, after 
all, that they havo buoyed Sir John 
Macdonald up undor a load which vory 
few could havo homo, Not long ago, 
looking over a rather fulsome address 
presented to tho right honourable gentle¬ 
man by some ardent admirers.

(unless, perhaps, in matters of a purely 
personaljaaturo,) and not unfrequontly 
displaying * great ignorance of many 
P things winch a man in his position ought 
certainly to havo known. (Hear, hear.) 
His extreme selfishness, though it is well 
hid under tho guise oi superficial good- 
fellowship, has long been notorious to all 
who know him intimately, and what is 
more, it has over and over again misled 
him into misjudging others, and into 
supposing that their solo aim in life was, 
like his own, to promote their own per¬ 
sonal aggrandisement in one shape or an¬ 
other. But perhaps the point of all others 


large meeting at Rinestoq. Now, you 
may remember, but a little time previous¬ 
ly Sir John Maedonald had also made a 
speech in that city, on wbioh oooasion ho 
had amused and edified Ills audience by 
an exhibition of his groat doxteiity in the 
use of tho thimble and tho pea. (Laugh¬ 
ter.) Now, it so happened that the day 
after Mr. Mackensio’s meeting I came up¬ 
on a couple of street boys, very busily 
discussing the performance. Being cu¬ 
rious to discover how' it had impressed 
tho minds of my young follow-citizens, I 
slackened my pace to hea^what they had 
to say l was not long in discovering 
that they were decidedly for John A. ; 
but they were fair-minded little fellows 
for all that, and quite ready to admit 
that Mr. Mackenzie seemed to be a very 
honest man, who meant all he said, al¬ 
though, as one of them put it by way of 
summing up and final verdict, “After all 
ho hain’t no such fun in him as John A.; 
ho couldn’t do a bit of thimble-rigging to 
savo I is lifo.” (Laughter and cheers.) 
Genth men, that is just it. (Renewed 
cheers ) I accept that verdict. My 
lion. h i. nd neither can nor will stoop to 
do a bit. of thimble-rigging to save his 
life, and tliat, if you will look into it, yon 
will find to be tho reason why he need 
bok for iio such popularity as Sir John 
Macdonald’s with street boys large or 
small, as well as with not a few children 
qf larger growth. (Laughter and loud 
cheers ) In point of fact, Sir John’s 
whole e ireer has boen little better—with 
ono or t wo exceptions—than a kind of 
game of thimble-rigging. Those who 
were l*» hind tho scenes know right well 
that for many years Sir John possessed 
vory little real power, That was in the 
hands of Sir George Cartier, and always 
in can's of omorgoucy it was Sir George 
who decided the question according to his 
own will and pleasure. It was Sir 
George u holiest which Sir John was 
forco I t<> obey , nor was he, after all, de¬ 
spite his wit and clevernoes, yory much 
better oil than the attendant fiend in the 
hands of the magician. (Hear, hear,) To 
a great extent ho was always balancing on 
tho edge ; always afraid ot losing his 
place, or of being found out; anu you 
will find conclusive proof of tho truth of 
all this in lust such blunders us the 
double shuffle, perpetrated to ovoid the 
temporary inconvenience of facing his 
own constituents in the disgraceful errors 
which din figured his conduct of Canadian 
interest throughout the treaty of Wash¬ 
ington, oommittod partly, I do not 
doubt, from genuine ignorance, but part¬ 
ly also from an unworthy desire to curry 
favour with the Imperial authorities. 
You will find tho proof in tho ruinous and 
suicidal bargain onterod into with British 
Columbia, in which, for tho sake of secur¬ 
ing hal f a dozen votes, and thereby out¬ 
weighing the verdict of his own Pro\lnco 
of Ontario, and saw tit to bind this coun¬ 
try hand and foot, by one of tho rnoBt 
outrageous stipulations which any man 
calling himself a statesman, ever agreed 
to enter into. (Hoar, hear.) You will 
find it in his attempt to avoia the verdict 
of the electors in 1872, and in his refusal 
•to avail himself of moro than the honour¬ 
able opportunity of rotiring in 1873. For 
the re-.t, I hold him to bo cold-hearted 
but nut wantonly cruel; false, though 
(foruiKi ly at lea*t) not inclined to pro- 
variculo needlessly ; and I am inclined to 
think quite as ready to do right as wrong, 
if unly the former can be shown to be 
equally profitable. He has been called 
not uufrequently the Canadian Walpole. 
All 1 can say is that such a comparision 
as in my judgment very unjust to Sir 
Robert Walpole, who, whatever his or- 
rors, possessed yery much moro foresight 
and real patriotism, and who at any rate 
submitted with some dignity to the deci¬ 
sive verdict of his countrymen. (Hear, 
hoar.) As hi Sir John, if there be any 
distinction U which he can justly lay 
claim, I am fifraid it is only this—that 
with othor ipen of his stamp you may say 
that thoy are daiwerous till they aro 
found out, but Sir John is so Tar superior 
to the usual run that he is dangerous even 
after ho is found out. (Hoar, hear.) -And 
now, Sir, you ask me why this length^ 


couueijinaiijn, saw ut to auu uie equ-ya 
lent of ut least 833,000,000 more to our 
existing engagagements. Wfiv, Sir, si< 
mouths more of Sir John Macdonald’s 
rule would'have meant hopeless national 
bankruptcy. Thcu wo were called iu— 
too late, I own, to prevent grave mis- 
ch'ef, but fortunately not altogether too 
late to saye you from the worst conse¬ 
quences of this folly. (Loud cheers ) 
As for ourselves, I simply say this—that 
in a financial point ol yiow, at any rate, 
what wo promised we have performed. 
Our position to-day is infinitely better jn 
all essential respocts than it was five years 
ago. A vast amount of iho claims then 
existing have been finally disposed of. 
A great deal of our debt has been refund¬ 
ed. The International Railroad is com¬ 
pleted, so is the Prince Edward Island 
Railroad ; so are (with ono exception) 
the Ottawa Canals. Tho bulk of our ex¬ 
penditure iu both Welland and Lachincis 
well nigh ovei\ and a great part of one 
of tho most diliicult and necessary sec¬ 
tions of tho Pacific Railway itself is ap¬ 
proaching completion. Of our ot her en¬ 
gagements, with the exooptiou of the 
Pacilic Railroad (which must only bn 
gone on with as the resources of this 
country fairly pormit), we can truly say 
that the balance is within our grasp. 
(Cheers.) Bar accidents, the amount ot 
our gross expenditure is very nearly fixed 
and our ordinary exderwliture has 
boen reduced from about eigl|t and a half 
to » little over sevon urllions per annum. 
Very largo loans have beep effected in 
tho English market on very good terms. 
Our calculations allowing for the unavoid¬ 
able disturbance caused by a world-wide 
commercial depressi m, and by tho occur¬ 
rence simultaneously of an unusually bid 
harvest, aro proving themselves accurate 
to a degree, Thero are signs in many 
quarters (hat tho tide is at last turning to 
Hood, and that you have seen, I most 
sincerely trust, tho worst < *f tho depres¬ 
sion. (Hear, hoar, and loud cheers.) 
Passing now to another branch of my 
subject, I havo a few words to say as to 
my porsonal relations to Sir John Mac¬ 
donald, and u:so a» t j his position to¬ 
wards the Conservative party. 1 admit 
frankly that it is a matter ol regret in 
tho public iutorest that men occupying cur 
respective positions should be at bitter 
personal feud ; but you wi)’ do mo tho 
justice to remember that this quarrel was 
not one of my seeking iu the first in¬ 
stance Ail through I have acted strictly 
m my right when l oponly and publicly 
withdrew my support from Sir John 
Macdonald in 1800. I was strictly iu my 
right, and in the discharge of my duty t»s 
your ropresentat.vo, when f denounced 
his conduct in 1873; and so far was I on 
that occasion from using language of un¬ 
necessary harshness, or in any way noed- 
less lacerating his feelings, that even 
the Mail newspaper surely no friendly 
cnt’C—described me as having pattea 
him with a “paw of velvet.” What woe 
Sir John’s own course on the othor hand? 
Scarcely had I been sworn into office 
when he deliberately took occasion, at a 
bouquet lendcrod him in Ottawa, to 
assail mo in terms of extreme viulonce 
and to impute the basest ar.d most dta 
creditable motives for my conduct. Now, 
Sir, as Sir John Macdonald had never 
dhrou to say one wont m roprobation of 
my action openly and to my face in the 
House of Conmiors, from 1809 to 1873, 
1 held then, nud 1 hold now, that his be¬ 
haviour iu so speaking behind iny back 
was dastardly in the extreme (hear), and 
I lost no time, when that speerii was 
brought to my notice, wliieh was during 
my own election in 1873, in expressing 
my opinion of his conduct, and in chal¬ 
lenging him to appear on the hustings 
here, and thero repeat his words if lie 
dared. (B»*r, hear.) Well, Sir John 
Macdonald did aocept that challenge, 
though after a fashion of his own. He 
did appear on tho hustings, but he did 
n *t dare to repeat his statoniuhts, and 
you all know what happened there when, 
after reading flic words aloud to tho audi- 
ence, I gave him Hie option of retracting 
them on the spot, or of being branded by 
me as a malicious slanderer. Sir John 


more of his emissaries that it was my a 
fault if I was uot welcomed hack to 
fold, and the fatted calf was always ret 
to bo slaughtered for the returning ur< 
gal.

F 
communications corrupt good inauni 
and it may be that such knowlei 
would hayo been far from desiral 
(Hear, hear, nul laughter ) But 1 i 
this, that from early boyhood 1 liavo 1 
unusual facilities—such, indeed, as f 
men now living havo possessed -- 
knowing all about him. Now, l In 
always spared bir John greatly ; pai 
for tho sake of old associations, partly 
cause of my own disliko to mix perso 
ami political mat tors together, and p.u 
also because I have been obliged, agai 
my will, to know many tiling# about 
John which l did not think it proper 
reveal, for much the same reasons as 
duec well conducted newspapers to s 
short in their reports iu certain casi* 
cause they consider tho “details unfit 
publication.” (Hear, hear, and taught 
Neither is it my intention now, grave 
is the provocation I have received, i 
although 1 am right well aware that 
Joltfi has priyatuly set iu circulation di\ 
slanderous statements which he dare 
breatho in public, to retaliate in auy si 
fashion. 1 propose 4 on the contrary, 
confine myself very strictly to well-kno 
acts of misconduct oommittod in pub 
and in tho conduct of public afla 
These, at least, nre fair game, and \t 
-these I propose to deal. (Hear, hoi 
And mark me, my friends, l bring 
slanderous charge. For each and uv 
statement I may make 1 have the pr 
in readiness. If tho bare recital of 
facts appear to you, a s woli it may, 
form as sovero au indictment as ever 
was proierred against a public in 
bear in mind that bir John IHacdun 
by his own deliberate act and wi 
folly has brought dt^wn those exposi 
on his head. (Hear, hear.) Afid firs 
all, Mr. Chairman, lot us roview 
Ottawa speech of Sir John Macdoim 
a little in detail, more especially as 
has not hesitated to reiterate tho st 
mouts it coutuihB on several reebnt 
cashing. I will read you his first pi 
graph :

Now. there is an old saying— in v 
veritaa —which I take to mean, not 
any means that a man who is intoxica 
always speak the truth, but rather t 
he is v*ry apt under such circumstan 
to let his hearere get a glimpse of his i 
feelings. Iu this sense, and iu this se 
only, there is a ourtain amount of itr 
untary truth iu Sir John’s implied c 
tension that he wa9 looked upon t 
groat extent by the more respecta 
members of his own party as a m 
political adventurer$*ann 1 have no do 
that there was a deep underlying roo 
bitterness rankling in his mind agai 
mu, and arising from the fact that 
knew well that I looked upon him 
very little better. Now, Sir, mark 
inconsistency. If, as lie says, I was 
osed t ) regard him a* au adveutu 
ow vqry little likely is it that ho wo 
be justified in holdiug mo, as he alio; 
immediately after, ho did, as “liissw 
soldier ami thick and thin support* 
Sir, I deny the imputation. Nowli 
and under no circumstances had bib J* 
Macdonald tUe right to speak of im 
any such terms. Certainly not in lb 
when 1 was one of those who compel 
him to stand aside in favor of Mr. A 
audor Campbell, on tho express grot 
that neither wo nor tho groat majority 
the people of Ontario were satisfied v 
his past conduct or disposed to put 
plicit trust in him. It w'as net in It 
when I formally wumod him that if 
did not conduct himself with moro ] 
pri^tand attend hotter t*» his $u 
dutiesr*" would withdraw my supp 
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snalysia I replv that it is the key to 
the state in whioh he left the oountry ; 
th.it, without understanding his character, 
yon would fail to realize the extent of 
the mischief which he has committed, or 
the dangers which would ensue from hia 
possible return to power. Now, I hare 
always admitted that during, and indeed 
for a short Deriod after, the carrying of 
the Confederation project, Sir John’s 
conduct on the whole was pretty good, 
snd that if there is any part of his career 
respecting which future historians may 
pronounce that ho really deserved well of 
tiis country, it would be found in the 
period irom 1864 to 1$69. But from that 
time he seems to have succumbed to a 
miserable lust for place. He saw clearly 
moiigb that he was losing ground, more 
particularly in the Province of Ontario, 
md he was either not wise enough to 
brave a temporary loss of power, even 
with the moral certainty of regaining it 
it no distant day, or else—which may 
possibly bo the case—he was so conscious 
of the dishonest and miserable means by 
which he maintained himself in office, 
that he dared not abandon his place until 
the very last gasp, lor fear of the revela¬ 
tions which he dreaded, perhaps with too 
much reason, would ensue in his expul' 
jiou from it, and therefore it was that, 
instead of meeting his enemies fairly and 
manfully in the open field, he must needs 
load the dice in tho election of 1872. 
This ho did in two ways : pai tly by a 
practical violation of that fundamental 
principle of our Constitution which pro¬ 
vided that the several Provinces should 
do represented in Parliament in due pro¬ 
portion to their population, which he out¬ 
raged by granting to Manitoba and Brit- 
sh Columbia a representation out of all 
possible proportion to their numerical 
itrength, tor the open and avowcl pur- 
poeo of thereby neutralizing the addition¬ 
al votes which Ontario would become en¬ 
titled to under the census of 1871, and 
partly by tho uso of Sir Hugh Allan’s 
pld. Now consider, all of you, how in* 
jnitely bettoi it would have been, not 
merely for Sir John himself, but for his 
)arty and for his country, if ho had only 
’loHseHsed honesty and 6elf-confidence 
snough to trust his fate faiily to the issu6 
it tho polls* True, he might, and pro¬ 
bably would, have beon defeated in 1872, 
but ho would havo been defeated without 
ignominy, without injury to his country, 
ind in such fashion that ho would in all 
human probability long ero this have 
found himself ugain restored to power. 
Loud cheers.) Well, Sir, when all those 
Dxpodionts failed, when the result of the 
very first test voto in the session of 1873 
showed him by how narrow a majority 
be was likely to bo maintained, and still 
more when Mr. Huntington had thunder-' 
ad out his torrible indictment against his 
aorrupt dealings with Sir Hugh Allan, a 
spirit of utter recklessness seems to have 
iaken possession of him. IIo promised 
everything to everybody. He bribed 
a very body whom it was possible to bribo. 
He bribed tho Provinces by agreeing to 
isstimo their debts. He bribed tho mem¬ 
bers by doubling their indemnity. He 
bribed the Civil Service by bonuses, and 
by increasing tho salaries of 1,381 of 
their number. He bribed constituents 
and whole districts by engaging iu a nro- 
fusiou of public woiks from one end of 
this Dominion to tho other. In one word, 
be seems to have determined that if ho 
were not permitted to retain office, 
be would so entangle tho affairs 
jf this country as to render it 
ill but impossible for any other men 
to govern after him. 1 hope he 
lid not do thU absolutely of express 
purpose, but I am boun4 to tell ypu that, 
whether designedly or not, he very nearly 
mcceeded in elTecting that rosult. lie 
knew our enormous engagements. You 
have only’ to look at the Budget Speech 
pf his Finauoe Minister, Mr. Tilley, to 
joe that they were aware that at least

did not not retract, and I kept mv word 
in a very emphatic manner. What did 
Sir John do f He can be bellicose enough 
on some occasions No longer time than 
one year before, dqring his own election 
in Kingston, in 1872, and on far less 

E revocation than I gave him. Sir John 
ad thought it not incompatible w ith his 
dignity as Premier of this Dominion and 
as Minister of Justice to personally 
assault my good fxisnd Mr. Carrnthers 
on the hustings, and then retreated from 
retaliation behind a crowd of his partis¬ 
ans. Here Sir John appeared to think 
discretion the better part of valour. 
(Hear, hear.) Neither by look, word, 
nor gesture did he repudiate my charge. 
What he did was to take an early oppor¬ 
tunity of slinking off the stand ; nor did 
he reappear for several hours, although 
continually called for, and then only 
when by far the largest part of the audi¬ 
ence hsd left trie.ground and the hour was 
so advanced that it was utterly imposjible 
for me or anyone in my behalf to say a 
word in reply to him. He met his fitting 
punishment. Always and on all occa¬ 
sions, while he was himself in office, ho 
was wont to protest against the pernici¬ 
ous practice of opposing a Minister of the 
Crown when he went baok to his consti¬ 
tuents for re-election. He set the very 
earliest example of breaking through his 
own rule, ana what was his reward ? 
Why, this —that not merely waB I elect¬ 
ed by an enormous majority, but that 
tho result of my election, coupled with 
chat of Mr. Mos3 in Toronto, which fol¬ 
lowed very shortly after, had a most 
powerful bearing In bringing about and 
in infiuenceing the result of the general 
election in 1874, the very lost thing in the 
world whioh Sir John Macdonald could 
possibly have desired. (Loud cheers.) 
Now, Sir, it is noteworthy that although 
four year have elapsed since that time, 
and although Sir John has had ample 
opportunity of assailing me on tho floor 
of Parliament, he has abstained most 
scrupulously, from making one single re¬ 
flection in that arena of my personal con¬ 
duct towards himself. (Hear, hear.) To 
bo sure he and his satellites have 
indemnified themselves pretty fully at 
various picnics and picnic effervescences, 
and latterly havo gone so for that it has 
become absolutely necessary to lot all 
parties understand that though 1 am 
constitutionally somewhat indifferent to 
•uch attacks—that, in fact, before any 
man oan hurt my feoliugs, it is necessary 
that 1 should hold him in some dogreo of 
respect, and that I am therefore tolerably 
well caseliardeued to all assults from such 
quarters—still thero are limits which I 
am bound to regard. (Hear, hear.) I 
owo something to the position I hold. 1 
owe moro to the friends who place me 
there and who support mo in it ; and it 
would not d<>,as a moro matter of tactics, 
to allow the outside public to suppose 
that I did no$ reply to tlieso assaults 
either oecause 1 was afraid, or because I 
was incapable of responding. (Hoar, 
hear.) Sir John has made it his boast 
that lie always know me thoroughly. So, 
Sir, once on a time he made it his boast 
he knew this constitutency vory thorough¬ 
ly, (Laughter.) Sir John was consider¬ 
ably mistaken that respect in 1873, as 
somo of us oan testify ; and ho nmy yet 
come to understand that he has been 
equally mistaken as to his knowledge of 
its present representative ; or at least, 
inasmuch as I fully intend that he bhall 
know me tnoroughly before I havo duue 
with him. that lia was a little premature 
in his assertion. Anyhow there is a 
trifling contradiction iu^his staotments on 
this point. Perhaps lie will riso to ex 
plain how it was that, if, as ho says, lie 
always know mo so thoroughly well, and 
if, as he statod the other day, lie would 
not hayo blamed me it 1 had left him on 
tho ‘occasion of the Pacific Scandal in 
1873, he thought it expedient to conduct 
himself with such marked civility toward 
mo during the loug interval from : 180U to 
1873. (Hoar, hoar.) Was ho telling 
polite fibs thon, or is ho telling impolite 


and tell the Houso of Commons the 
reason why. It was not when his Finance 
Minister, Sir Alexander Galt, introduced 
his famous measure, proposing to lay 
band on one hall of the gold reserve thon 
in tho banks, nor yH two years later on, 
when Sir John Rose introduced another 
and different scheme for the reorgnization 
of our banking interest. (Hear, hear.) 
Sir, I repeat that it was an insolent as¬ 
sumption on the part ol Sir John to pre¬ 
tend that I over held out to him any 
hope of Ins receiving my support unless 
I thought that on the whole he was con¬ 
ducting public affairs in the general in¬ 
terest ; and wlion in 1809 I informed him 
that I would withdraw my support from 
his Government in the event of his taking 
in Sir Francis Hincks, l say that my 
roasous wero good and valid ones, that I 
had a perfect right to decline to support 
Sir Francis in view of the circumstances 
under which tho Cabinot had been broken 
up in 1854, and in view of tho fact point¬ 
ed out by mo in tho House that bo had 
no pretentions to bo recognised as a lead¬ 
er of the Reform party of the present 
time; and 1 may remind you tnat not 
only did I take this view of tho situation, 
but that Sir Alexander Galt and Mr. 
Mackenzie Bo well both publicly expres¬ 
sed themsolves on tho floor of the House 
to precisely the same purport. Coming 
to tho close of Sir John’s remarks, I por- 
ceivo that Sir John declares : 

I have soon many instance* of baso conductjn- 
gratitude, and bane tronohery. but never in uiy 
life havo I Been any man who has behaved so 
badly, so basely,and from such sordid motive*,as 
Mr Cartwright. 

Well, Sir, I certainly did not expect to 
hear Sir John lecture anybody on the sin 
of ingratitude. It is enough to make tlio 
vory dead riso Irom their graves. Does 
SirJolm Macdonald suppose that lor 
others have forgotten liis conduct to Sir 
Allan Macnao, that I am ignorant of the 
manner m which ho conducted himself 
towards Sir Alexander Galt, towards Mr. 
Ilillyard Cameron, towards a host of 
others winin'I could name ? (Hear, hear.) 
Let Sir John, if ho can give particulars 
of his charges, lot him .state if he can 
wlut 1 ever owed him, what favors he 
lias ever done me, what services 
ho has ever rendered to me, what 
assistance 1 have over received 
from him. He dares to talk of his influ¬ 
ence in Lennox : He dares to insinuate 
that I owed my seat in this constituiney 
to his good words. Sir, I think it would 
bo nows to tho people of Lennox that I 
owed my introduction to this constituency 
of Sir John Macdonald. I don’t say it 
as a boast, but as a simple matter of fact, 
that for the lost hundred years there 
have beon very few fatnilios in Lennox 
in which the name I boar was not a well 
known household word. (Loud cheers.) 
Why, Sir, the truth is that my supposed 
connection with Sir John was a millstone 
round my neck from first to last. It is 
not true that I owed my election in this 
constituency to cither party iu particular. 
From the first 1 h i vo numbered among 
in) friends and supporters a great many 
men of both sides in politics. In my 
very first address iu 1863, 1 tool; ground 
as follows
